New Year's Say at the Capital— Tariff Beform - 
Penstou BUU-^Want to' See Their r- 
Names in Print. ;_;,,ri|' 

• ^^^l-"- 

WASHiNOTOif, D. C, Jhh. 4.— Nbwhoro 
is tlie ancient cu.stoni of keeping opoii 
house on New Year's day more generally 
obsorved than in Waahnigton. I'roiu tho 
President to tho govnnunent clerk, all vio 
witii each other iu tho prejiarntion of au 
attractive entortuiinuont for tho occasion, 
and^ tho latter, too, often plunges liiinself 
into debt for a year in order tiiat ho may 
sliiuo aa a social light for an iiour. There 
is no business transacted in Washington 
on public holidays, excepting, of course, 
tho saloon business. Tho trndespecjplo 
live principally upon the patronage uf 
oliice-liolders, and when the govornniont 
ofliccs are closed, tho stores are closed too, 
and all abandon themselves to jjleasure. 
Monday was devoted by high, low, rich 
und poor to tho observance of tho rites 
(and in some iuatances tho wrongs) with 
which the new year is always ushered in. 
Rum flowed like watiar, and water, whicli 
is always a drug on .tho Washington inar- 
Itet, was taken like a drug, in homeopath- 
ic doses. Tho •President's reception, of 
course, overshadowed every other alluirof 
tho kind, and from 11 o'clock until 2 he 
shook hands without intermission. The 
crowd at tho White Houso was so great 
tliat a posse of police was needed to pro- 
tect tho distinguished host and hostess froni 
the good natured but somewhat bearish 
admirers. The reception' was a strange 
admixture of nionarchial pomp and demo- 
cratic simplicity. The diploniiitio corps, 
reprosontativea of what in tho debate on 
tho lisheries tjuestion will probably bo 
called tho efl'ote mouarchioa of the old 
world, were given preference. Then 
came the loaders of official life here, and 
thoy shook hands with- the head of the 
administration as heartily as if they had 
not aeon him for a year instead of a few 
days. Tho moat interesting part of the 
train which followed was mndu up of tho 
veterans of the war of 1812, many of 
whom bore up with a really' martial air 
under a great weight of years. But how 
tho crowd surged in when tho citizens' 
turn came. Tlion the President and his 
wife wont to work with a will snd aottlod 
down to a steady friendly stroke of forty 
per luinuto, which was maintained to the 
linish. Hero was true deniocricy where 
the people and their chief executive mot 
to wish each other a happy New Year, 
and it was a grateful sight to the eye not 
fascinated' ' by' ,tEie -''pagcantty of foreign 
courts or' tho tinsel of Washington society. 
Tlio last hand was shaken a little oftor 
two o'clock, and the doors of tho White 
House at that hour closed upon a great 
many who had never seen the President 
and his charming wife before.

RKARSEMBLIKb OF CONORE.SS 
to-day, but his appearance plainly indi- 
cated that he had passed through a very 
severe illness. "The past month," he ro- 
.'markod regretfully, "has Ijoen filched 
from mii by sickness. 1 have achieved 
nothing during^hat period which would 
otherwise have been principally devoted 
to the prejparation of a bill and resolu- 
tions on commercial union with Canada. 
I shall now, however, sot about that work 
without delay, and hope Tory shortly to 
have my views and proposals ready for 
presentation to Congress" 

"Do you think Congress will favorably 
entertain tho measure /" 1 asked. 

" Yea," he replied. " 1 am of opinion 
that Congress will receive the proposition 
with consideration and givo it the atten- 
tion which its importance demands. 1 
have not yet epoken to anyone who really 
objects to the scheme of commercial 
union, and those who at first incline .to- 
wards tho belief that it conflicts with the 
protective policy of the country, I iiiulare 
readily amenable to the force of reason. 
One of the chief obataclea in the way of a 
friendly reception of the proi)08ition Iik 
the people is our habitual tendency to 
approach tho discussion of all questions 
concerning Great Britain with a chip on 
our shoulder, so to speak. Canada, of 
course, shares in thia sontiuient 
of hostility to evorytliing British, 
but 1 am happy to observe 
that it is giving place to n more cordial 
feeling, and this changed attitude mili- 
tates in favor of comniGreial union. Inter- 
est in the niovomont is increasing every- 
where, especially in commercial centres, 
and on tho 22nd proximo 1 shall, by 
special request, address an important 
i»eeting of tho Union League of Chicago. 
All the friends, of commerci;\l union are 
highly gratified at the rapidity with which 
it ia winning tho apf)roval of the Ameri- 
can people." 

I had occasion lust week to call atten- 
tion to tho sudden death of Congressman 
Molfatt in a Washington hospital among 
strangers. Thia week 1 have to chronicle 
the death of Congressman Taylor's wife in 
the same hospital under the same forlorn 
conditions. She, however, had a groat 
many friends in the city, who at tho mo- 
ment she was passing away were taking 
dinner at her home, as unconscious of her 
fato as she was of her earthly surround- 
ings. The details of the tragedy are pret- 
ty well known. The lady sallied forth to 
purchase New-Year's presents, and waa 
stricken with apoplexy in a store. .She 
had nothing in her possession by which 
she could be identified, and was sent to a 
hospital, where sho lay all day in a stupor, 
and she breathed her last about the same 
time that her husband, picking up an 
evening newspaper, learned of her 
misfortune. Mr. and Mrs. Taylor 
had been married but a month 
Hud the fatal ending of their, honey- 
moon was a tragic finale of a romantic 
love affair. Tho two were betrothed in 
youth, but separated before the consum- 
mation of their ante nuptial vows by cir- 
cumstances wliich aro apt to impede the 
course • of all true love. Both married 
before thoy met again and both were 
bereaved by death. Thrown together as 
though by fato in middle ago their old 
affection for each other was revived, and 
a month ago thoy wore married with the 
shocking result already narrated. The 
energy with which the angel of de.'vth has 
begun operations in Washington this ses- 
sion presages his cutting a wide swath in 
congressional circles before tho adjourn- 
ment. 

Tho leading political topic being dis- 
cussed at present in naturally tarifl" reform, 
and the wide divergence of opinion 
which exist on tho subject give color to 
the impression that the tarifl' bill when it 
leaves the tiouse ivill be a strictly com- 
promise measure which, while it may in- 
tensify tho rivalry ot parties, may placate 
the animosities of factions. The tendency 
of Democrats ifl to take too.rqseate a view 
of the situation, and!-[to^perouade'jtho^ 
selves that the cry of "a tariff for rovianue 
only" will be

in the forthcoming struggle for the presi- 
dency. It would be well to go sloiv, how- 



ever. TliOi'^'opihi^ib of tho Democratic 
members on the turiif cxucstion lu'o as yet 
in a chaotic state, and some are fearful of 
touching the t,iriff at all. Representiitivo 
Brown, of Indiana, a very fair-minded 
Republican statesman, informed me last 
night that he had a bill to introduce on 
the subject which he was inclined to 
believe would meet the views of moderate 
men in both [)arties, but (and liore is tho 
fear uiitertained by republicans) ho appre- 
hended that tho democrats might intro- 
duce a bill which the ropublicans could 
not afford to vote against. Mr. Brown, 
who is a Noator in politics, and vjho, 
apart from his party proforenccs, is a 
parliamentary oracle, predicts that of the 
4,000 articles which now pay duty not 
more'than half a dozen will be put upini 
the free list. His proposition is to re- 
duce the revenue 370,000,000 a year by 
putting sugar, salt and lumber on tlie 
free list, und by abolishing - the internal 
revenue tax on tobacco. It has all along 
been accepted as an open secret that the 
government tariff bill has been drawn up 
and put in type at the govennnent print- 
ing olUce. This, hoftover, I have every 
reason to believe, is not tho case. The 
intention of tlie aduiinatration ia nut to 
force any lixed policy down the throat of 
Congress, but having outlined their policy 
to take such a m'jasiiro of tariff reform as 
thoy can get without doing violence to 
tho sentiments of a considerable section 
of their ^>olitical friends. Nothing could 
bo more in accordance with the true prin- 
ciple of statosmonship, and no attitude 
that the administrition could assume 
could be more productive of harnuniy in 
democratic ranks at present. 

Only a thousand of the veteran.s of tlie 
war uf 1812 survive to-day, and it sccnis 
a timely and thoughtful act on t!ie part of 
Senator Hurst to introduce a hill incre«s- 
ing tho })ension of tlieso old warriors from 
^8 to S20 a month. Thoy aro all extreme- 
ly aged men, and many are entirely do- 
pendent upon their pensions for support, 
and but few will be found to refuse this 
tribute to age and valor on the part of a 
nation that lias so much money it does not 
know what to do with it. 

There is, howevei', another service j)en- 
sioii bill on tho tapis, which does not ap- 
peal so pathetically to the public lieart, 
and it has boon fittingly designated tho 
pauper pension bill. It has been invent- 
ed for the pui^oBe of giving every soldier 
ouroUed on tho Union side during tho war 
of 1851^ pension of .$12 a month.

This, how- 
over, is not the worst feature of the pro- 
position. It has been estimated 
that tho pension roll, which now aggre- 
gates between 870,000,000 and §80,000,- 
000 a year, would, if this bill wore passed, 
bo doubl'od, and the tax for pensioiis 
alone, instead of being as now about ?l.iri 
a year for every man, woman and child 
in the country, would bo increased to 
about §2.130 a year for every man, woman 
and child in the country. It would be 
folly to reduce the revenue §75,000,000 a 
year by a revision of tho tjiriff, and at the 
same time increase tho oxpendituros 
$75,000,000 by giving o pension indis- 
criminatoly to every mjvn who by hook or 
crook managed to ,. get .-.upon tho rolls of 
the regular oru)y:du5ng:s/*thetf-i«cen.6.juu- 
pleasiHitiiess." The Presideht velioed the 
bill last year, but determined effort Is be- 
ing made to secure a two-thirds Vote for 
the i)roposal this session.

A TRAGIC INCIDENT. 

A .Noted Desperado's Eevengo—Cut His Victim's 
Throat Almost from Ear to Kar. 

The Overland China Mail says: A tragic 
incident occurred on tho wharf before the 
departure of tho Fatshan from Canton on 
Saturday night (3rdtinst). It appears 
that among the passengers on b^ard the 
steamer there was one man who was re- 
cogniaod aa a noted thief and desperado, 
and, as is usual on such discoveries boing 
made, measures were at once taken for 
having tho objectionable personage put 
ashore. Immediately afterwards the peo- 
ple on the steamer were sUirtled by hear- 
ing cries and the sound of a desperate 
EcufUo on the wharf. The thief, it subso- 
quontly appeared, had been so wroth at be- 
ing put ashoro that he perceived the idea 
of mui?dering the cohdnctoi^, trusting no 
doubt to the darkness to enable him 
to make his escape unobserved. Unfor- 
tunately for tho assiatant compradoro, cir- 
cumstances were only too favourable for 
carrying out the villainous scheme, for 
tho thief succeeded in drawing a knife and 
inflicting aorious wounds on his victim 
who was afterwards found with his throat 
cu*-. almost from oar to eor and a largo 
gash on each arm. The ruflion, however, 
did not mate ■his;" eii(»pe';^^^ of tho 
people oil the wharf having ' secured him, 
as thoy suspected foul play on seeing the 
compradoro's assistant fall. The knife 
which tho tliief had thrown away iu his 
attempted flight was found at a short dis- 
tance from tho scene of the crime and was 
covered with blood. Tho man was' kept 
in custody until tho arrival of ..the^poliee, 
to uhoao tender mercies, lie-' wti's'^tljen 
handed over. The injured person ''Was 
taken on board the steamer, and on the 
serious nature of hia wounds being ascer- 
tained he was conveyed to the hospital, 
his condition boing very critical indeed. 
When the Fatshan left, shortly after 
midnight, and more than three hours 
after this occurrence, a message was re- 
ceived from the hospital stating that the 
poor fellow was still alive, but his recov- 
ery vas regarded as exceedingly doubtful, 
the loss of blood having been very great. 
There can be no dpubt that, but for the 
badly lighted state of the steamer wharf, 
the thief cou'.d hardly have carried out 
his diabolical purpose so easily, and as 
there is not infrequently some trouble 
with bad characters there, better lighting 
is absolutely necessary in the interests of 
law and order.

upon the ground with a dozen of his coiii- 
patriota worrying him. The others were 
leaping and yelling, and rushed to the 
contractor's store and began carrying his , 
goods into the street. Tho police 
rescued the contractor instantly and 
put him into the court 'f house, 
and then "wont for" the looters dt the 
store before thoy had a dozen sacks of 
rice out of tho building. Mr. W. Ivirk- 
up, not undcrst'.widing the language of 
China, had to explain the views of the au- 
thorities bj' external applications common 
iu Tipperary, and thia, with such good ef- 
fect, that the "reserves" were not called , 
into action. The goods were replaced in ' 
the atore,>tho ringleaders marched to their 
cells, and the damaged''; W6nt off to rub 
their heads, and to reflect sadly on the 
passing away of the old-fashioned method 
of settling accounts by taking an alleged 
debtor's goods without tho intervention of 
the slieriti'. Poor fellows, tliey may have ■ 
grievances, but they inuat take modern 
methods of getting them remedied. Thu 
number ot Chinamen hero without means 
may cause trouble before spring. Tlie 
Finlandors in this noigborhood had a sev- 
ere lesson administered to them lately,- 
and have been as quiojtjas mice over since.

Faints aiid Bcmaius Unconscious for 
■ Several Honrs. 



.strict Orders Given that no Unfavorable Bulle- 
tins Should he Issued— Bad Newa 'Would 
Endanger the Ai^ed Monaroli's Life. 

jSpecinl to The Colo.\ist.| 
London, ,Iau. 13. — Tho repot t received 
last night via Paris from San Remo to the 
effect that the Crown Princo had fainted 
yesterday and had - remained unconscious 
several hoiirs, was generally discredited 
by those who put their faith in tho optim- 
istic reports of San-Remo's royal patient 
that have appeared for the last few weeks 
in newspapers both here and' on the con- 
tinent. He has been reported as better 
for some time lately, and (Jiily aa recently 
as Wednesday night an ollicial report 
stated he was strong and feeling quite 
well. It was naturally a matter of sur- 
prise to those who believe these reports, 
ti) learn next d.ay that the Princo 
has been taken suddenly ill, and 
from surpriao to discredit is a 
simple stop. While generally speaking 
one is apt to view with distrust any state- 
ments regarding German affairs, ospeoi- 
uUy those of an unfavorable nature that 
find their way to the readers through 
France, but it is a fact that in the ]ireseiit 
case we are likely to have from France 
more truthful accounts of Germany's sick 
royalty than from any other quarter. The 
very hatred with which the French regard 
the Germans would cause them to give 
publicity to Avhatever knowledge they 
might obtain where others might hesitate. 
As a matter of fact, however, the news 
that the Crown Prince fainted is not sur- 
prising to those who have learned tho na- 
ture of the disease und have read 
the report of his physicians made 
some time ago. In this respect 
the physicians stated that the patient' 
would for some time, perhaps u fow years, 
appear as a 'Strorig ; robust 'nian,' ' but all 
the time tho terrible malady, with which 
ho is afflicted, would be undcrming his 
health and a sudden collapse might be 
looked for any time. One effect of tho 
cancer ia to produce aiuemia, and tliis, of 
course, weakens tho patient. Thia ia »x- 
actly what has luippened. While the 
Prince, as far as outw.'ird ap]jeaiunce goes 
ia a healthy man, ho is slowly becoming u 
physical wreck, and little, by little the caur 
ccr is' overcoming .his''.',''Btrehgth.''and his ' 
force of will. Tho optimistic roi)ort9 
aro easily explained. Strict orders 
have been given that no unfavor- 
able bulletins of the Prince's condition 
are to get abroad and the Empress iu- 
atructed the physicians to even color the 
reports sent to the Emperor, as any bad 
newa about Frederick William would en- 
danger the aged monarch's life. The 
official reports that . go. out to tho world 
are patterned after those that the Em- 
peror receives! Ono cause of the Kaiser's 
present ilbicss ir, due to >> more truthful ■ 
report tiian uauiil being allowed to get to 
him a few days ago. There is no iiiiatak- 
ing tho truth, the I'rinco is slowly but 
surely dying of cancer, and no amount of 
favorable statements of his condition can 
alter the fact. Official reports will con- 
tinue to be given out colored for the 
world's reading, but once in a while, as 
last night, the truth will get out and give 
indications of the real condition of things. 

SEVERIfl SNOW STORM. 

Traflic Thronghont the 'Norlliweatern States 
Blocked— No Trains Running. 

St. Paul,. Minn., Jan. 13. — ^Yesterday'a 
storm was without ixception the worst 
ever experienced in the 'Northwest. Tho 
snow is two feet on the level, and driven ;
